There is reason to believe that Wash- 
ington has been informed there will be 
a strong effort made in the French 
Parliament to insist again on a safe- 
guard clause connecting French pay- 
ments to America with German repara- 
‘tion payments under the Dawes plan. 

Significantly enough this effort to re- 
vive the safeguard clause will be made 
by the Right leaders and upon their 
support Premier Briand’s new majority 
rests. 

It. would be needlessly alarming to 
gay that the debt agreement will not 
be ratified in its existing form. No cne 
can. say whether it will or will: net. 
‘But it can be stated that if the agree- 
‘ ment were put before Parliament to- 
day it would be defeated. ; 

An effort will be made by the Gov-

renger, to bring the Senators and Dep-

agreement is not ratified the franc will 
fall severely and that there can 1: no 
hope of financial aid from America. 

In connection with the Governmenit’s 
plan to have an -expert commission 
‘work out @ scheme for dealing with the 
interior debt and thereby take the first 
big step toward the restoration of the 
State finances, Raoul Peret, the.

Fate of Debt Hinges on France. 


On his success in that effort proba- 
bly hinges the fate of the debt settle- 
ment before the French Chamber.

The * ral Parliamentary Party, 
after discussing for three hours to- 
night the crisis created by the publi- 
cation of the correspondence between 
Lord Oxford and Mr. Lloyd George, 
and considering a resolution urging 
the need of wnity, adjourned until 
Tuesday without a division. Three of 
its members meanwhile have been 
asked to convey’ to Lord Oxford the 
“sense of the meeting.” 

The resolution urging unity was in- 
troduced by Lloyd Georgites them- 
selves, and as they commanded a ma- 
jority of the meeting they could have 
carried it. 

Thirty-four of the forty members 
who constitute the Libéral Party in 
the House attended the meeting. Care- 
ful scrutiny had convinced the Lloyd 
George supporters that so far as the 
party in the Commons was concerned 
he could be sure of a majority if a 
vote were taken. They decided, how- 
ever, nct to launch a motion of confi- 
dence in their leader. Instead they 
put before the meeting a resolution 
urgicg reconciliation in the interests 
of the future of Liberalism, and 
around this the battle was waged. 

For three hours, with one brief in- 
terruption, the position was discussed, 
and the speeches made it clear that 
the meeting would carry the resolution 
if necessary. It Was accordingly sug- 
gegted that before this be done the 
“sense of the meeting’’ should be con- 
veyed to Lord Oxford, and this course 
was agreed on. Further consideration 
of the main resolution was adjourned 
until Tuesday, when a delegation to 
Lord Oxford will present the report.

‘That's Terrible,’ Joyce Hawley

Earl Carroll, theatrical producer, 
whose bathtub party on the stage of 
the Earl Carroll Theatre last Feb. 23 
brought him into the Federal court, 
was. séntencéd yesterday by Judge 
Henry W. Goddard to spend a year 
and a day in the Federal prison at 
Atlanta.and to pay a fine of $2,000.

Proceedings. in the court m did not 
occupy much time, but long before 
Judge Goddard ascended the bench the 
room was filled to capacity. Many of 
those present were friehds of the pro- 
ducer. They crowded about him with 
good wishes before the sentence, 
afterward they shook his hand to tell 
him of their regret and to wish him 
success in his appeal. There was no 
demonstration in the court room and 
the dramatic element was entirely ab- 
sent. Carroll arrived in court alone, 
but was closely followed by Julius 
Tannen, who appears in his produc- 
tion, and Chris Scaife, who has been 
his attendant during the proceedings. 
Then came Mr. Smyth and Carroll’s 
brother, James Carroll. 


Defendant Smiling. 


During the calling of the calendar 
the defendant sat at the right of the 
counsel table.

In 
he asserted, the 
Democrats would put up a weak can- 
didate against Senator Wadsworth, 
and the Republicans in their nomina- 
tion of a man for Governor would play 
in similar fashion into the hands of 
e Démocrats. On both sides of the 
political fence, much talk has been 
heard among active party workers in- 
dicating a belief that Senator Wads- 
worth would poll a large Democratic 
vote as a wet, especially if the ultra- 
drys made a martyr of him.

Edge and Edwards Declare That 
Candidates Must Soon Face the 
Prohibition Issue.

WASHINGTON, June 3.—The recent 
rather . sensational Senatorial sub- 
committee investigation of the national 
prohibition situation came virtually to 
naught today when the Judiciary sub- 
committee filed with the full commit- 
tee a report recommending indefinite 
postponement of consideration of 
nearly a dozen bills and resolutions 
to.modify the Volstead act or amend 
or repeal the Eighteenth Amendment. 

The mafority report of the subcom- 
mittee not only proposed that all 
modification bills and resolutions be 
scrapped but went a step further and 
held that there is no legal authority 
for holding a national referendum on 
prohibition as proposed by Senator 
Edge. 

The report of the subcommittee was 
singularly brief, and after stating that 
the hearings began April 5 and ended 
April 24 and enumerating by title the 
tejected bills stated the conclusions 
and recommendation of the committee 
‘in “five paragraphs. ‘The action of the 
subcommittee was taken at a, session 
fattended by Senators “Means, Chair- | 
man; Harreld and Goff, all dtys. Sena- 
tor Walsh, a dry, and Senator Reed of 
Missouri, the militant wet leader at 
the recent hearing, were absent. Sena- 
tor Reed ia expected to file a lively 
minority report. 

Surprise was. expressed that, after 
weeks of testimony, the subcommittee 
filed so brief a report, one merely of 
conclusions and vecommendations, to 
the full committee, without in any way 
summari. or indulging in analysis 
of the conditions under the Highteenth 
Amendment as pictured by the rival 
wet and dry forces marshaled in the 
recent investigation. At the same time 
the action of the committee in recom- 
mending against action on any of the 
pending measures constituted no sur- 
prise, in view of the fact that the sub- 
committee was dominated by its dry 
majority and its cohclusions were an- 
ticipated. 

The rejected bills and resolutions 
include all the measures introduced 
on the prohibition subject by Senators 
Kdge and Edwards of New Jersey and 
Bruce of Maryland. 

“Edge Attacks the Report, 

Senator Edge tonight assailed the ac- 
tion taken, although he said it had 
been expected all along. He sug- 
gested that although the subcommittee 
had chloroformed the proposed legis- 
lation to amend the Volstead act the 
hearings and resolutions had effec- 
tively drawn the attention of the 
country to the failure of prohibition 
and the necessity for practical revision 
of existing discriminatory and un- 
justified laws.” 

Senator Edwards asserted that the 
recommendation for “indefinite post- 
ponement” was in perfect alignment 
with the “‘pussyfooting attitude of the 
‘Congress since prohibition’ had 
come a “live and burning “issue,” and 
construed the action of the Means sub- 
committee as the extension of an 
“olive branch’? to the Anti-Saloon 
‘League of America. 

The action of the subcommittee is 
still subject to consideration by the 
full mem ip of the Judiciary Com- 
‘mittee, but the consensus of opinion — 
tonight is that it will take no action 
that runs counter to the recommenda- 
tions of the.investigating committee. - 
Senator Reed of Missouri and ‘other 
militant. wets in the Senate do not

The Eighteenth Amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States 
was ratified according to a proclama- 
tion of the Secretary of State Jan.

LOWELL, Mass., June 3 (#).—Fire 
which broke out about 50 ‘clock this 
afternoon in the basement of the A. G.

REICH BIRTH RATE FALLING. 


Professor Says Population Increase 
fs Nearing Low French Record. 
BERLIN, June 3 .(4).—The ferman |} 

stork is’not working full time, says 
Professor Alfred Grotjahn, who is‘an 
authority on the subject. The increase 
of Germany’s population from 315 per 
square mile before the War to 341 ac- 
cording to last year’s census, does not 
mean that cradles are _ being more 
rapidly filled. 

The fact is, he says, Germany’s birth 
rate of 20.4 per 1,000 is fast approach- 
ing the low French rate, which is re- 
maining stationary at 19.4. 

Putting the average lifetime at 50 
years, Professor Grotjahn asserts it 
will require a birth rate of 20 per 1,000 
to keep the population barely station- 
ary. The Berlin rate is only 11.8, and 
in rural districts the decrease in births 
latterly has become alarming. Of 
European nations, the Slavs alone are 
maintaining a high reproduction rate, 
he says. 

The professor declares it is a fallacy 
ta welcome a low birth rate as a rem- 
edy for unemployment. He argues that 
it merely acts as an attraction of 
cheap foreign labor, and urges the 
adoption of measures to encourage 
a families by granting bonuses 

other social privileges such as 
already exist in France.

surplus of 582,000,000 in the previous 
month and against a deticit ‘of 226,- 
000,000 at! the same date last year at 


“the end of the fiscal year. 


The budget, totaling 16,558,000,000 
lire, for the fiscal year 1926-27, with 
an estimated surplus of 190,000,000 lire, 
was approved by the Chamber. 

He announced that part of the sur- 
plus will beJlaid aside to meet any ex- 
traordinary. éxperige and a part will be 
devoted to improving the status of the 
Treasury. 

The excéllent situation of the budget, 
he added,’ has been achieved, despite 
additional. expenditures amounting to 
more than 3,000,000,000 lire being au- 
thorized since last year’s budget was 
first framed. These additional ex- 
penses, however, were partly compen- 
sated by a reduction of 1,190,000,000 
lire in_interest on foreign loans as a 
result of the Washington’ and London 
debt agreements. 

The remainder of the eens ex- 
pense is taken care of by in 
revenue, wHich;- in~ the first ten 
months of that fiscal year, amounted 
to 2,300,000,000 lire. 


No Tax Cut at Present. 


Count Volpi warned, ‘however, 
against supposing that the flourish- 


ing conditions of the State budget 
will lead to any immediate reduction 
in taxation. On the contrary, he said, 
the State must now develop its ‘‘pro- 
ductive expenses,” particularly Those 
aiming at reducing importations or in- 
creasing exportations. 

“The Governme! t must create condi- 
tions,”’ he said, ‘‘favorable -or private 
enterprise to collabor:te invariably in 
developing the economic conditions of 
the country. We must develop our 
agricultural and industrial resources, 
coordinate our production and create 
new markets abroad. All this makes 
necessary a strong credit situation. 

“The next financial year,’’ continued 
Count Volpi, ‘‘is expected to close with 
a surplus of 190,000,000 lire, with the 
surplus exceecing by 36, 000,000 the sur- 
plus foreseen for the present fiscal 
year. In framing’ the budget an in- 
crease in revenue of more than 2,300,- 
000,000 lire over last year’s estimates 
has been calculated upon.” 

“This,” he added, “is probably a 
moderate estimate, as the revenue, in 
most cases, has been put down at a 
‘figure smaller than. this ‘year’s

The search was a enteres ‘following the 
finding late last night of a note, pen- 
ciled on a card, which read as follows: 

“Help. They took me to cabin in 
Bouquet.’’ 

The note was picked up at an_out- 
lying street intersection by Deputy 
Sheriff John Neighbors ,and turned 
over to the Sheriff's homicide detail. 
The note was in a woman’s handwrit- 
ing, according to the officers, who ad- 
vanced the theory that it probably 
had been written in a moving automo- 
bile and thrown on the road. 

When the officers sought to identify 
the handwriting as that of Mrs. Mc- 
Pherson they learned that Mrs. Ken- 
nedy, mother of the missing tor, 
had departed with Miss Emma Schaef- 
fer, her secretary, on a hurried trip, 
the destination of whith was kept 
secret, 

The finding of the note and the sub- 
sequent search by the Sheriff's men 
follow the report last night of a pos- 
sible kidnapping plot and a demand for 
the $25,000 reward offered by Mrs. Ken- 
nedy for the safe return of her daugh- 
ter. 

R. A. McKinley, a blind attorney of 
Long Beach, told the ‘police and Dis- 
trict Attorney here of a visit paid to 
his office Monday by two men who 
instructed him to negotiate with Mrs. 
Kennedy for the collection of the: re- 
ward upon their promise to deliver her 
daughter. 

According to the attorney,. the men 
threatened not only to kill Mrs. Mc- 
Pherson but to do away with him as 
well if the ransom was not paid. Fear- 
_ for his life, McKinley’ told the

When Mrs, Kennedy was first told 
of the ransom demand she declared it 
was a hoax, but agreed to submit a 
list of questions, the answers to which 
the men were to bring from the cap- 
tive evangelist if she was their pris- 
oner.

SUBSTITUTE IS OBTAINED 


He Hopes Marriage of “Mr. and Mrs. 
Brooklyn” Will Open Move 
Against State Ceremonies. 


Because he considered a public wed- 
ding in a ball park akin to a ‘Roman 
holiday,” the Rev. Horace H. Leavitt, 
pastor of the Union Presbyterian 
Church of Bay Ridge, Ridge Boulevard 
and Eightieth Street, Brooklyn, re- 
fused yesterday to officiate at the 
wedding of “Mr. and Mrs. Brooklyn,” 
scheduled for tomorrow evening at Eb- 
bets Field. An admission fee will. be 
charged at the wedding and the pro- 


ceeds will be turned over to the cam- 
om. ign committee of the United Israel 
ion Hospital at Fortieth- Street and 
Tenth Avenue, a non-sectarian insti- 
tution, which is raising money to con- 
struct a nurses’ home. 
Immediately on learning that the 


’ Rev. Mr. Leavitt had declined to of- 


ficiate, Samuel Schapiro, who is in 
charge of the arrangements, obtained 
the services of the Rev. Thomas R. 
Lawler, pastor of the Grace Reformed 
Episcopal Church at Herkimer Street 
and Saratoga Avenue. 

“T do not approve of such weddings 
ordinarily,’ the pastor said, ‘‘but this 
is for charity. In sg mg this 
marriage ceremony I am calling the. at- 
tention of my fellow-ministers to the 
fact that there is no sacredness in the 
marriage service in this State under 
the' existing laws. There is no such 
thing as an ecclesiastical or Church 
marriage, for we are merely officers of 
State when we perform marriage :-cere- 
monies. I hope it will inaugurate a 
movement that will result in marriages 
being performed only by members ot 

@the cloth and not by Judges, Justices 
of the Peace and other civil officers 
as at present.”’ 

The invitation was extended to Dr. 
Leavitt, it was explained, because John 
Iverson, the bridegroom, was at one 
time a pupil in the Union Church Sun- 
day School. 

“The hospital cause is a worthy one,” 
Dr. Leavitt said, ‘‘and the young cou- 
ple have my best wishes for happiness, 
cepecially as the boy attended -our 
church school years ago. But this deg- 
radation of what ought to be a most 
solemn and holy rite for commercial 
or, in this case, charitable exploitation. 
cannot but add further quickening to 
the increasing disregard and contempt 
for she marriage bond.

Instead of 
the roll of drums and the tinkling of 
bells, he marched to the “‘altar’’ with 
his bride to the once popular jazz 
tune, ‘“‘It Ain’t Gonna Rain No More,”’ 
played by a mechanical. piano. 

The actual ceremony complied with 
the’ ancient Seminole law. The Chief 
and his 19-year-old bride stood in the 
centre of a circle of. their own peo- 
ple, while Charley Billy, Tommy’s cou- 
sin, recited the tribal marriage in- 
junction. 

Billy told.the young people “to be 
good, love each other and live to- 
gether.’”” The Indians nodded vigor- 
ously when these words were pro- 
nounced, which the whife guests got 
through an interpreter. 

ommy then placed a string of beads 
about the neck of his bride, joining 
the many others collected through 
the years by tribal laws. 

Custom requires newlyweds to spend 
a long honeymoon in the depths of the 
Everglades, and the couple disap- 
peared as the tribe celebrated. — . 

Tommy attended school in Carlisle, 
Pa., and has introduced many pale- 
face customs into the life of his peo- 
ple. He was 27 years old today, reach- 
ing his majority under Seminole law.

Snow 
was falling all day and masses of ice 
floes came into the fjord -from- the 
ocean. 

The wind, indeed, was so strong that 
the ice driven by it against the Nor- 
wegian “gunboat. Heimdal, which had 
arrived on April 24 with sevefl mem- 
bers of the land party, broke the 
moorings of the gunboat, which had 
to go a long way into the fjord to 
avoid the ice. 

Under the conditions it was natural- 
ly impossible to continue the work and 
our preparations to receive the Norge 
‘were much belated. 

When the weather again changed for 
the better, we made a very unpleasant 
discovery. ~During one of the’ storms 
the little railway which we used to 
transport our materials from the ships 
of the expedition up to the shed was 
completely covered with drift snow 
four or five feet deep.

The Norge arrived at Kings Bay on 
May 7. Then very important things 
had to be done. As already pointed 
out, one of the most important techni-} 
cal details for a successful realization 
of the flight was that the ship should 
carry with her a sufficient quantity. of 
fuel. 
« The changes already made at Rome 
had increased her lifting capacity. At 
Spitzbergen her four water ballast 
tanks were replaced by four fuel tanks, 
the ship getting in this way thirty-two 
fuel tanks, -in which she could carry 
with her between six and a half and 
-Beven .tons of gasoline, sufficient to 
cover between 4,000 and 4,400 miles. 
The distance across the Pole to 
Alaska in an airline from Kings Bay 
being only between 2,100 and 2,200 
miles, the ship brought with her fuel 
enough to cover double that. But this 
flying range had.to be considered only 
as a theoretical one,.a good deal of the 
fuel being in reality ballast and in the 
case of non-favorable wiads or strong 
head winds the fuel consumption would 
be increased. 


Only One Motor Needed Repairs. 


Another important thing to be done 
on the ship at Kings Bay was to 
change one of the lateral motors on 
which the axis was broken during the 
flight from Leningrad to Kings Bay. 
This was the only serious trouble. the 
expedition had with the motors on the 
whole flight and it was not of im- 
portance. 

Even if we had broken the axis of 
one motor on the polar flight itself, 
where it would not have been possible 
to change or repair it, the flight could 
have continued as if nothing had hap- 
pened,, because the ship always had 
Only two of her motors running, the 
third one being considered as a re- 
serve engine. The cooling water for 
the engines was mixed with glycerine 
at Kings Bay to prevent- it from freez- 
ing. : 

Little by little all of the personal out- 
fit of the crew was brought on board, 
including flying. suits, tents, sleeping 
bags, skis, snowshoes, rifles, shotguns, 
ammunition and a big canvas boat. 
‘All of these things were placed in the 
keel of the ship, which at the start 
from Kings Bay looked like a flying 
storehouse. 

Provisions consisted of pemmican, 
chocolate, oat biscuits and dry* milk 
sufficient for two months, with a daily 
ration of 500 grains for each man. :

Now 
their plane went up into the air and 
set its course northward, and after a 
few minutes’ they had disappeared over 
the peaks on the northern side of 
Kings Bay. ;

’ Wind Delays Start of Norge. 
On Monday, May 10, in the after- 
noon, the’ work on the Norge was 
finished. All of the fuel tanks’ were 
filled and the outfit of scientific in- 
struments was put on board and we 
asked our meteorologist about the 
weather conditions. He answered that 
the weather was still ideal. The high 
pressure that for.a long time had ruled 
over Spitzbergen was still there and 
the temperature was favorably low. 
There was a possibility of bad visi- 
bility on the American side of the 
Pole, Point Barrow actually telegraph- 
ing‘that there was fog. However, we 
hoped that the fog would disappear be- 
fore our arrival and we were advised 
to start both by our own meteor- 
ologist and by our forecast service in 
Tromsoe. 

The start was therefore fixed to take 
place at 1 o’clock in the morning of 
May 11, The crew was informed and 
spent the evening in their rooms writ- 
ing letters to parents and friends. But

Man’s Ruse for $150 Is Discovered 
and He Gets Term for Himself. 
SYRACUSE, N. Y., June 3 (#),—Tlie

/Dr. True of Federal Bureau Says at 
Conference Labor Depletion Demands 
Corrective Measures. 


Gabriel Davidson, general manager 
of the Jewish Agricultural Society, 
told the delegates to the National 
Farm School Conference at the Hotel 
Biltmore yesterday that Jews who set- 
tléd on American farms Were proving 
to the world that they ‘were at home 
“on the soil. 

Twenty-five years ago, said Mr. Da- 
vidson, there were 1,000 Jewish farnis 
in two or three States. At the present 
time, he declared, there. were 7,500 
Jewish farmers whose © holdings - of 
1,000,000 acres were valued at ge.- 
000,000. 

Mr. Davidsqn explained that vexa- 
tious and oppressive laws in Europe 
divorced the Jews from the soil so 
that they were limited to occupations 
from. which they could acut _loose at 
the shortest notice. 

“Itis a mistake to suppose that the 
Jewish farmer is a hothouse product, 
the result of artificial stimulation,” 
continued Mr. Davidson. ‘‘The Jew 

« needs no such stimulation. 

“Jews are engaged in every known 
branch of agriculture. There is not a 
single branch in which Jews have not 
achieved signal success. The largest 
cattle raiser in Kentucky, who isjalso 
one of the largest producers of blue- 
grass seed in the country, is a Jew 
who came; here from’ Germany about 
thirty years ago. A former painter, an 
immigrant from Russia, has been 
called the ‘grape king’ 
district around Cleveland. A Polish 
immigrant on'a tobacco farm in the 
Connecticut River Valley is the pioneer 
in a system which combines cattle fat- 
tening with tobacco growing. * 


* Owns a Large Duck Farm. 


“What is said to be the largest duck 
farm on Long Island—a well-known 
duck section—is operated by a Jew. A 


New York boy is developing, also on 
Long Island, what promises to be the 
largest .pigeon farm in. the East—a 
unique enterprise. In South Jersey a 
Jewish farmer of the second genera- 
tion has evolved a type of gladiola 
mamed after him and regarded by 
judges as one of the finest varieties. 
A Jewish immigrant from Russia, who 
started out in this country as a farm- 
hand, owns and operates in the north- 
‘ern part ‘of Long Island two enormous 
greenhouses—a $100,000 business—de- 
voted exclusively to the growing of 
sweet peas and tomatoes. 

“A Jew, who was a machinist in Bo- 
hemia and whose wife taught school 
in Hungary, transformed a Florida 
jungle into a profitable and valuable 
citrus grove. They have won prizes 
not only for their fruits but also for 
other farm products. A 30,000-acre 
wheat farm in Kansas—a truly gigantic 
enterprise—is in the hands of a Jew. 
Enormous quantities of grain are har- 
vested from stretches of land that had 
“fever before seen the plow: In short, 
Jews have made good alike as poultry- 
men, dairymen, cattle raisers and grain 
growers; as tobacco farmers, fruit and 
truck farmers, and even in the highly 
specialized fields of hothouse vegetable 
growing and floriculture.”’ 

. C. True of te United States 
Department of Agriculture, speaking 
of the depletion of farm labor, said that 
the drainage of man-power from the 
farms would ultimately present a 
grave problem demanding corrective 
measures. 

‘.he function of the farm, declared 
Dr. Thomas D. Wood, Professor of 
Physical Education at Teachers Col- 
lege, Columbia University, was not only 
to raise crops and stock but also to 
build human stock. ‘The best human 
material,’’ he said, ‘thas come from 
the farms. Country ‘ife must be made 
more favorable through education. 
better houses, more teachers and 
county junior colleges, social life and 
recreation.”’ 

Dr. Wood described a prison in the 
South that was modern in every par- 
ticular while the school for farmers’ 
children in the same community was 
an old, wooden, dilapidated structure.

He said California woke up 
to “an amazing situation when she 
found Japanese, Chinese and Hindus 
swarming over the farms and threat- 
ening to outnumber the American

he said. ‘‘We want home farmers.”’ 

B. F. Yoakum, former railroad 
builder, of Long Island, spoke dn the 
stabilization of farm products. He 
told of one instance of a farmer in 
Oklahoma selling melons at 5 cents 
each. ._The melons were sold in St. 
Paul at 85 cents each, freight being 
12 cents and 68 cents going for com- 
mission. 

“In Maine,’’ he declared, ‘‘the av- 
erage production of potatoes is 40,- 
000,000 bushels a. year. Two years ago 


they sold the next year’s crop at 35) 


to 50 cents a bushel. The consumers 


of New York City paid for the same" 


potatoes $2.50 a bushel. In Florida the 
potato growers two years ago prac- 
tically went out of business. The St. 
Paul Potato Growers’ Association, 
controlling 16.000 carloads of pota- 
toes, was financially destroyed and 
_ up bisiness. This country must 
ind a way to stabilize the price of 
potatoes.” 

Dr. Henry Moskowitz of New York 
spoke of his observations of Jewish 
farmers in Bessarabia and Russia, 
where he studied agricultural condi- 
tions for the Ort, a Jewish organiza- 
tion formed to assist men to return to 
the farm.

EMBASSY CLUB FREE 
OF AUCTION SPECTRE 


Directors Pay $1,000 Rent and 
Bond ts Issued Guaranteeing 
Payment of $8,000 Debts. 


RESORT TO REOPEN IN FALL 


Counsel Says Furnishings Are to Be 
Sent to Newport for Summer— 
Penies Finances Were Low. 


The spectre of the auctioneer’s block 
which had been hanging over the fash- 
ionable Embassy Club at 695 Fifth 
Avenue was removed yesterday when 
directors of the club paid Silverman 
& Metzner, the owners, a check for 
$1,000 rent for the month of May. A 
bond was also issued by the National 
Surety Company guaranteeing the 
payment in full bf the club’s obliga- 
tions, which were said to be between 
$8,000 and $9,000. 

David L. Podell of 111 Broadway 
was retained as counsel yesterday by 
Mrs. Richard T. Wilson, a wealthy di- 
rector, to help straighten out the club’s 
financial and legal difficulties. Speak- 
ing for Mrs. Wilson, Mr, Podell said 
that the club would reopen in New 
York in the Fall. Some of the fur- 
nishings -would be taken to Newport, 
R. I., for the Summer months, he said, 
and would probably be used in a New- 
port Embassy Club in which Mrs. Wil- 
son and other Summer golonists were 
believed to be interested. 

Mr. Podell explained that the club 
had originally paid $1,600 a month rent, 
through the Ranleigh Operating Com- 
pany, which had taken charge /of its 
business affairs. A contract specified 
that the owners must give notice three 
months in advance if for any reason 
they wished the club to leave. The 
notice was given last month, and the 
club was informed that its building 
would be.demolished to make way for 
a larger structure. 

The Ranleigh Company then held 
exorbitant in 
view of the fact that the building was 
coming down, and also charged’ that 
there had been inadequate steam and 
elevator service. A _ settlement was 
made,out of court, Mr. Podell said 
yesterday, and it was agreed that the 
club would_pay $1,000 rent on May 29. 

At this point the club’s financial en- 
tanglement began. With the club’s 
representatives out of the city for 
Decoration Day, Silverman & Metzner, 
the owners, were unable to collect the 
$1,000. As a result the authorities took 
rnossession of the club property, on May 
29 and posted a notice on the door to 
the effect that unless the bills were 
paid the expensive furnishings would 
be sold at auction on June 5. 

Mr. Podell said it was untrue thut 
the club had not been patronized dur- 


ing last- Winter and that its finances 
were at a low ebb. “I feel sure that 
when the books of the Ranleigh Oper- 
ating’ Company are examined th Ao 
show a profit,”’ Ne said. *Mrs. Wfison 
was present at Mr. Podell’s office yes- 
terday but declined to comment on the 
club’s difficulties. 

The Sheriff's guard, who has been in 
the building since Saturday, left late 
yesterday afternoon, and the furnish- 
ings were made ready for early ship- 
ment to Newport.

BEQUEST TO PHI BETA KAPPA 


F. P. Dodge Gift to Equal Tenth of 
Total in $1,000,000 Campaign. 
The Phi Beta Kappa Foundation an- 

nounced at its headquarters, 145 West 


Fifty-fifth Street, yesterday, a bequest 
by the late Francis Phelps Dodge of 
an amount equal to one-tenth of what- 
ever total is realized in the campaign 
to raise $1,000,000. If the campaign’s 
goal is attained, therefore, Mr. Dodge’s 
bequest will amount to §100,000.. The 
entire fund will be used as an endow- 
ment of the activities of the scholar- 
ship fraternity and a contemplated 
award of prizes for scholarship. 

Mr. Dodge was a member of the Yale 
chapter of Phi Beta Kappa in the class 
of 1894 and died on Jan. 14 of this year. 
For years he was an “anonymous ben- 
efactor”’ of the fraternity. It was at 
his suggestion that in 1922 plans were 
laid to raise the fund now being sought 
in celebration of the society’s one hun- 
dred and fiftieth anniversary. 

When he suggested the fund, Mr: 
Dodge offered to subseribe each year 
one-tenth of the amounts contributed 
by all the other members.

Despite his interest in the fraternity 
and its aims Mr, Dodge never met any 
of its present officers, as he was con- 
fined to his home by illness for some 
time before his death.

Governor Also Considers Extradition 
Requests, and Refuses to Return 
Harrison to Bay State.

ALBANY, June 3.—Governor Smith’s 
first day back at, fhe Capitol since the 
close of the thirty-day period proved 
to be an extremely busy one. For 
nearly four hours the Governor, listened 
to pleas for executive clemency for 
three convicted murderers and he also 
heard three extradition applications. 
At the suggestion of the Governor an 
application will be made early next 
week for a new trial for George Bittle 
of Buffalo, convicted of killing Rufus 
Eller, a jewelry store clerk. After 
George W. Burd of Buffalo, counsel for 
Bittle, had told the Governor that 
“certain new evidence’”’ had come to 
“light since Bittle’s conviction, the Gov- 
ernor said: 
“You have been. arguing on the guilt 
‘or innocence of this man, but what you 


should do is to apply for a new’ trial 
on the ground of newly discovered, 
evidence.’’ 

Mr. Burd told the Governor that he 
would be glad to make such an applica- 
tion, but that he was dfraid that the 
evidence he had would not be suf- 
ficient to secure a new trial. 
~-‘*Well I think you ought at least to 
make the application,’ the Governor 
said. 


Death Statement Revealed. 


The evidence referred to was a letter 
written recently to Mr. Burd by Miss 
Crolia Schuler, a New York lawyer, 
counsel for Fred Minnick, who also 
was convicted.of.the killing of Eller 


‘and executed in March. In her letter, 
Miss Schuler said that she had a talk 
with Minnick just before he went. to 
the death chair in Sing Sing and that 
he told her that Bittle had no previous 
knowledge that a robbery or murder 


~. was to be committed the’ night that 


Elier was killed. 

Mr. Burd also produced an affidavit 
signed by Stella’ Makowski, a~ 19-year- 
old girl, who pleaded guilty to man- 
slaughter in connection with the Eller 
killing, in which she said she did not 
believe Bittle knew anything about the 
crime in which he was implicated. The 
girl is now serving a five-year term in 
Auburn Prison, and-she made the 
statement only recently. 

Bittle’s aged mother, his young wife 
and 8-year-old daughter- were in the 


©. chamber while Mr. Burd was pleading 


with the Governor for the life of the 
condemned man. The two women wept 
Bilently but the little girl toyed with 
Bittle is scheduled to 


June 14. The application was strongly

PASSAIC, N. J., June 3.—Jack Moro, 
member of the Garfield Town Council 
and Chairman of the city’s Police Com- 
mittee, who was standing with several 
other persons near the Garfield plant 
of the Forstmann & Hiuffmann Com- 
pany, where a group of textile strikers 
were picketing, got into an altercation 
with the police today.-when he was 
erdered with the strikers to move.on. 

Police Captain Charles A. Morrison 
tmade Mr. Moro move, and the council- 
man said later he would bring charges 
against the officer before the Town 
Council tomorrow night. with the in- 
tention of discharging him from the 
Police Department. 

Captain Morrison in his version of the 
altercation said that patrolmen hed 


been instructed by Lieutenant Jacob 
Brown to keep persons from congre- 
gating in front of the mill. “r. Moro 
and about fifteen other men were 
standing near there, he said, and were 
ordered by patrolmen -Gunza and 
Adamchesky to move away. 


Told Officer He Was Boss. 
*‘Councilman Moro told the people to 
stay where they were and that he 
would give orders to the police of- 
ficers,’’ Captain Morrison continued. 
“The two officers told Councilman 


Moro to keep moving and said they |-. 


had -received orders from Lieutenant 
Brown. 

“Councilman Moro *told Officer 
Adamchesky that he was the boss and 
that he would tell the police officers 
what to do. Officer Adamchesky told 
Councilman Moro to go to Lieutenant 
Brown if he had any complaint to 
make, atid Councilman Moo §&rdered 
the officer to go back to the Lieu- 
tenant and tell him that he would do 
the ordering. 

“I drove up to the place at that time 
and heard what Councilman Moro was 
saying. I ordered all the people to 
move along. He-insisted he had a 
right to stay where he was. He de- 
clared he would give orders to me, and 
I told him that he could not order me 
around. I told him that he could 
make charges against me if he did not 
epprove of my actions, and with that 
he moved along.”

PRISON ABUSES IN NEW JERSEY. 

The prison reform with which the 
name of JOHN Howarp is associated 
calls for humane treatment of inmates 
of jails, and penitentiaries. When the 
High Sheriff of Bedford began his 
work for prisoners they were harnessed 
to cranks and treadmills, allowed just 
enough coarse food to keep them alive, 
and exposed to the horrors of solitary 
confinement in foul cells. Gaolers 
were paid in fees wrung from the 
families of prisoners. The Howard 
League for Penal Reform has labored 
for nearly 150 years to reduce crime 
by ‘intelligent study of penology and 
by ringing about improvements in 
prison management. The prisoner is 
to be encouraged by instruction, asso- 
ciation and example to earn his living 
honestly. Children’s courts, women 
magistrates and women police have 
been features of the league’s program. 
it: is the friend of poor defendants, 
and it established probation so that 
offenders should have a chance to 
reform themselves. It is not the fault 
of tue Howard League that in our 
times philanthropy is often perverted, 
and that it is now society which needs 
more protection, not the prisoner. In 
some of our prisens sentimentality 
imposes upon the management a sys- 
tem of “coddling ’’ its charges. En- 
tertainments, movies, plays and con- 
certs, such as a pcor family cannot 
afford, are provided, together with 
outdoor sports. 

The inevitable results “have been 
loosening of discipline, escapes, abuse 
of paroles, graft among ‘“‘ trusties,’’ 
and holidays for favored prisoners. 
State prisons in New York are no 
longer regarded by professional rogues 
as places of punishment and restraint, 
but as mere houses of detention where 
life is easy and attractive. Recently 
in Illinois a Grand Jury called for re- 
organization of a prison.system which 
had fallen into contempt and was the 
jest of criminals. And now New 
Jersey is obliged to clean house. There, 
too, prisoners have heén coddled, 
escapes have become scandalously fre- 
quent, and “trusties’’ have embezzled 
thousands of dollars from prisoners’ 
funds. At the Leesburg conyict farm 
many abuses are reported. One. pris- 
oner was allowed to visit Newark in 
his own automobile, yet was counted 
on.the returns as present. 

Governor Moore is determined to 
stop the abuses, to restore discipline, 
and to make prisoners work more than 
they play. ‘*We'seem,”’ he says, “to 
“be getting away from the funda- 
‘mental idea that a prison is a place 
“for penalizing persons who persist in 
“violating the law. What we need 
**to meet the increase in the number 
** of persistent criminals is penal insti- 
“tutions, not hotels.’ He declares that 
“prison sojourn in the liyes of many 
“scoundrels has come tv be a sort 
“of nice, clubby affair.’’ 
backward step in helping convicts to 
reform, but he is ‘disgusted with 
“the sentimentality showered upon 
“*hardened criminals.’’ The State 
Prison at ‘Trenton is crowded as never 
before, and that is also true of New 
York prisons.

PROPOSED INTERNATIONAL 
STEEL TRUST. 

If the renewed negotiations among 
the steel producers of various Euro- 
pean countries for the formation of a 
sort of giant international steel trust 
are successful, an important move will 
have been made in the economic uni- 
fication of Europe. The project is as 
old as the armistice, but has hereto- 
fore not been accepted on account of 
political factors. The basis of any 
such trust is cooperation between the 
French iron producers and the Ger- 
man coal mine owners. During the 
last six years there have -been two 
distinct schools of thought in France, 
one looking toward the creation of an 
entente between these two groups 
alone, and the other seeking to have 
the circle widened by introducing Bel- 
gian and other European producers. 
Latest reports indicate that this latter 
group is now winning, and the plans 
contemplate inclusion of Poland and 
even of such a distant region as South 
Russia. 

From the economic point of griew 
Poland, in control of a large.portion of 
the Silesian coal output. is a logical 
member of the group. So is Austria, 
which has long been famou: for its 
steel works. Germany, France, Bel- 
gium and Luxemburg naturally form 
a unit in which, before the war, there 
was a good measure of cooperation, 
The objéct of the policy: of uniting all 
these nations, was stated two,years ago 
to be the organization of ‘each unit 
‘according to its true economic interest, 
even if this implied the abandonment 
of certain products which, under the 
present system, can be economically 
turned out. Such an organization 
would include a gigantic purchasing 
and selling syndicate, having for its 
purpose the correlation of prices. Mod- 
ifications of existing tariffs would 
have to be made and questions of fi- 
nance would require close study. 

Opinion differs as to which nation 
would dominate such a group and 
what would be the ensuing political 
results. As the owner of the principal 
supplies of coking coal, the presump- 
tion is that Germany would play a 
prepondcrant role. But France would 
never be willing to enter into an ar- 
rangement which would place under 
German domingtion the’ principal sup- 
plies of raw material. It would not 
be surprising to see the discussions 
much prolonged. A rapprochement 
between the German and French 
groups would seem to be a necessary 
preliminary step to any large inter- 
national pooling of interests. Such a 
Franco-German understanding would 
do much to stabilize the economic 
and political relations of those two 
countries. 


THE FORMER MRS. KEMAL: 

Latire Hanoum, divorced wife of 
the President of the Turkish Republic, 
has been refused a passport visa by 
the Angora Government. She is thus 
prevented from availing herself of 
numerous invitations to lecture in Eu- 
rope and the United States, to confer 
in person with the American pub- 
lisher who wants her to write a book, 
and to engage in other activities nor- 
mally open to prominent victims 
domestic infelicity. The Turkish Gov- 
ernment is said to be apprehensive 
lest Latirz Hanoum indulge in open 
criticism of her former husband and 
the present Nationalist régime. She 
is known to be a woman of brilliant 
attainments, but also of strong will 
and high ‘spirits,. and» her departure 
from the country ‘would thus be pro- 
hibited on grourids of mental turpi- 
tude, which in Turkey is apparently

tion, méved forward while the other 
half, meaning the women, was denied 
the advantages of self-determination. 
Having broken with most of the na- 
tional. traditions, -religious’ and cul- 
tural, and encouraged for the women 
of Turkey a bold and wide experimen- 
tation in Western ideas, clothes, thés 
dansants, cosmetics and other aspects 
of the new freedom, he nevertheless 
divorced his’ wife according to the old 
unilateral Moslem custom. He did not 
choose to go into court and establish 
on the part of his wife a certain in- 
compatibility of temper | manifesting 
itself in loud inquiries down the stairs 
whether her husband’s~cronies were 
still hanging about the house at that 
hour of the night. He sent her in- 
stead a bill of divorcement, quite after 
the old biblical manner of the man’ 
who would put away his wife, and 
that was that. Forbidding her now to 
leave the country would seem very 
much like persecution, 

Yet such action on the part of 
KEMAL might argue that Re is really 
100 per cent. modern. He -has inter- 
preted .woman’s emancipation in its 
utmost logical consequences. If wo- 
men are completely men’s equals, they 
have no’ claim on the old rules of 
chivalry. If LaTire Hanoum is sus- 
pected of planning to conduct propa- 
ganda against the new system in 
Turkey,:she is logically entitled to no 
more merciful consideration than if 
she were a.man. This is the equal 
liability along with equal rights for 
which our own National Woman's 
Party contends.

Reforming the Calendar. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

May I suggest to you and to your readers 
a solution of the calendar problem no less 
simple, and less contrary to use and wont, 
than that of Mr. Cotswerth? 

This solution ‘is the division of the year 
into four equal parts, each of thirteen weeks, 
bearing respectively the names of January, 
April, July and October; Leap Year Day 
and one other, preferably New Year's Eve, 
counted ‘as dies non and shorn of weekday 
name*and monthly numeral. To equalize the 
quarters of the present calendar it, would 
suffice to supplement those changes by giv- 
ing February twenty-nine days always and 
depriving September of its last day always, 
allowing Leap Year Day to fall on what 
was previously Sept. 30. No single date of 
the old calendar, under ‘this plan, would 


first month in every quarter would be known 
by the same names in either calendar; every 
quarter would begin throughout with the 
same weekday. 

The plan might with advantage be inaugu- 
rated in a year beginning normally with 
Sunday’: the quarter beginning Sunday, Jan. 
1, would end with Saturday, Jan, 81; the 
quarter beginning Sunday, April 1, would 
end with Saturday, ‘April 91; and so, all 
quarters afterward forever. Only the 
changes of the moon, as negligible in most 
plans today, are left out of account.

PETLURA AND WASHINGTON.

POLES AND LITHUANIANS. 


News From Wirente- Suggests an 
Invasion by the Former. , 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Dispatches coming from Warsaw in 
respect to the controversy of the Poles 
and Lithuanians as to Vilna are 80 
confusing and at variance with the 
known facts that it is impossible to 
tell whether Lithuanians are entering 
the “neutral zone’’ or the Poles at- 
tacking Lithuania so as to gain some 
more of her territory by force of arms 
and by the rulings of, the League 2f 
Nations. 

Warsaw dispatch of May 26 stated 
that Lithuanians were still occupying 
a small sector in the centre of the 
‘neutral zone,’” when we know that 
there is no neutral zone there at the 
present time. Some weeks ago Polish 
troops occupied a valuable forest tract 
of Kyshbala belonging to Lithuania, 
and the Warsaw news said that Lithu- 
anians attempted to enter the Vilna 
territory but that they were beaten 
off by the guards and that some pris- 
oners were taken by them. 

In the usual manner of dealing out 
‘“‘justice” to small nations, the League 
of Nations ordered Poland to return 
the prisoners, refraining carefully 
from saying anything about the re- 
turn of the newly taken territory. It 
is possible that Lithuanians, follow- 
ing the example given by the Poles 
and the League, are attempting to 
regain their own territory of Kysh- 
bala, hence the Warsaw’s ‘‘neutral 
zone.”’ 

Judging Warsaw’s news from the 
above stated experience, 
that the Poles are entering Lithuania 
again, instead of Lithuanians advanc- 
ing into the ‘neutral zone.”

Unfortunate Experience of a Woman 
- Réading on Restricted Grass. 

To the Editor of The New York Times: "fe 
, As an American citizen whose record 
tor patriotic and community service 
is well known in many parts of the 
country, allow me to tell a story that 
directly affects the rights of the New 

York public in Central Park. 

While sitting on the grass last Bun- . 
day quietly reading, I was suddenly 
accosted by a policeman, who roughly 
ordered me off the grass. In surprise 
I asked him if it was a new regula- 
tion, as I had, for the past three Sum- 
mers, sat on the grass in the park 
along with many hundreds of others, 
He answered “‘No.”” I stated that I 
had no knowledge of such an ordi- 
nance and that there was nothing in 
view to say ‘“‘keep off the grass.” In 
reply he pointed to a board near an 
entrance which I had not used. The 
man was apparently just ignorant 
enough to think I was refusing to com- 
ply with the regulation instead of seek- 
ing information on it, and said I must 
go with him to the police station. 
When I stated to the officer in charge 
there that I was a law-abiding citizen 
and Gid not at all understand what 
the action of bringing me there meant, 
he replied that he was a born Ameri- 
can (the writer was born in Scotland). 
I then asked him, ‘‘What is the dif- 
ference?” He gave me no answer, but 
proceeded to make out a summons to 
appear in court. 

When I stood before City Magistrate 
Brodsky today, I told him I had asked 
the policeman for information as to 
what the ordinance was, but could not 
get any; so he politely explained that 
there were a few restricted parts where 
the grass was protected. I reminfed 
him that there were actually some- 
thing like 870,000 various laws in 
America; that ‘‘ I was sitting quietly 
reading a lecture by one of the great- 
est Americans that ever lived, Colonel 
Robert G. Ingersoll;” to which he re- 
plied: ‘You had every right and a 
good excuse to be so absorbed in such 
& man’s work that you did not observe 
the park regulation board,” and dis- 
missed the subject with the request 

hat I look up the board. 

Strange to say, that lecture of Inger- 
soll’s was on the “Liberty of Man. 
Woman and, Child,” for whom he al- 
ways voiced justice, humanity and 
plenty of Nature. 

‘I respect Magistrate Brodsky abso- 
lutely for the insight he showed, and 
He 
is ‘a true-blue American. Though I 
want particularly to bring out the fact 
that in arresting people for violating 
an ordinance that is not at all clearly 
defined or sufficiently in sight, the 
city government of the park is plac- 
ing the public in a false position in re- 
gard to what—to all appearances—be- 
longs to them, and that the people 
have a just right to be able to learn 
the rules without first being treated 
as offenders. Such treatment savors 
of petty tyranny and _ interference 
with civil rights. 

Discrimination implied in the remark 
of the police officer about being a born 
American raises. the question as to 
what was meant? And why discrim- 
ination at all? Is not an American 
citizen legally an American? 

As a resident of the city I have only 
the interest of my fellow-citizens at 
heart in showing the need of better 
and more information about what be- 
longs to them, for having asked &t 
least a dozen persons if they knew 
of restricted parts of the park, they 
ull replied they did not.

Eight Maples in Central Park'| 
Honor Eight Overseas 
Workers in War. 


SUMMERALL IS. SPEAKER 


Trees Gift of Mrs. Rogers Bacon, 
Who Served With Red Cross— 
Near East: Drive at 72d St. 


Hight newly planted maples were 
dedicated in Central Park yesterday 
afternoon to the memory of eight Red 
Cross workers who served overseas 
and have died since the close of the 
war, several directly as the result of 
illness contracted in the course of their 
war work. Dedication services, under 
the auspices of the Overseas Service 


League, included an address by Gen- 
eral Charles P. Summerall, command- 
ing the Second Corps Area, ana the 
reading of citations of the honored 
dead by Mrs. Albert. Bullins, President 
of the league. - 

The trees, the gift of Mrs. Rogers 
Bacon, who served as directress of 
Red Cross canteen personnel, with 
headquarters at Tours, are grouped 
near the east drive at the Seventy- 
second Street entrance to the park. 
As the name of each of the deceased 
was read and her record of service 
cited, a sponsor approached the tree 
dedicated to her and hung a wreath 
on a lower branch whilé color bearers 
carrying the American flag, the Red 
Cross flag and the*flag of the Overseas 
Service League stood at attention. 

General Summerall praised the work 
of women overseas in the war and 
saw in the grove a living testimonial 
to all women who had answered their 
country’s call. 

Those whose memory was Sonstel 
were Kathleen Hill, nurse in France, 
represented by Mrs. Lucy Phister, or- 
ganizer of the Overseas Service 
League; Eleanor Blackstone, nurse in 
France, represented by Frederika Far- 
ley; Edna O’Dell, nurse in France, 
represented by Louise » Davenport; 
Margaret Wickliffe Brown, worker in 
the canteen of Dijon and directress of 
the canteen at Neuf Chateau, repre- 
sented by her sister, Mrs. Henry M. 
Waite; Jessie Ruth Hamblen, who 
served with the Red Cross in Italy, 
represented by Mrs. Lydia C. French, 
who also served in Italy; Mrs. Lena 
Edwards Shelby; worker in the can- 
teens in France, represented by Alice 
Shearer; Agnes* Clinton Walsh, a 
nurses’ aid in the canteens in France, 
represented by her sister, Lorna 
Walsh; Nenae Mumford, served the 
Red Cross in Rome, represented by 
Helen Watts. 

Invocation was delivered by the Rev. 
Henry V. B. Darlington, rector of the 
Chureh of the Heavenly Rest, who 
served overseas as chaplain of the 
Fiftieth Coast Artillery. The trees were 
blessed by the Rév. Peter Hoey of the 
Paulist Fathers, who served overseas 
as chaplain of the 107th Infantry of 
the Twenty-seventh Division. 

The absence of a representative of 
the Municipal Government when the 
trees were to be presented to the city 
provided the only @mbarrassment of 
the afternoon. Cémmissioner of Parks 
Francis D. Gallatin was invited to at- 
tend. -He sent a representative, who 
did not remain throughout the service, 
and the trees could not officially be 
accepted. 

About 200 representatives of patriotic 
organizations and friends and rela- 
tives of the. women whose memory 
was honored attended. 


MRS. CATT EXPLAINS 


BAN ON WOMAN’S PARTY | 


Opposition to the %o-called equal 
rights constitutional amendment, spon- 
sored by the National Woman’s Party, 
led the League of Women Voters to 
fight the admission of the Woman's 
Party into the International Woman 


Suffrage Congress at Paris Monday, 
Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, teading 
member of the league, said yesterday. 

The congress barred the Woman's 
Party on the objection of the league, 
its American member. Mrs. O. H. P. 
Belmont, head of the Woman’s Party, 
in a dispatch from Paris was quoted 
as placing the responsibility for the 
refusal on Mrs. Catt. 

“For thirty years and more certain 
organizations in the United States 
have been engaged in obtaining special 
legislation to assist working women. 
notably the Consumers’ -League and 
the Women’s Trade Union League,” 
Mrs. Catt said in reply to a question 
about the fundamental points of dif- 
ference between the National Woman's 
Party and the League of ‘Women 
Voters. 

“After women won the vote in the 
United States, the Woman’s Party pre- 
ferred to work for a Federal amend- 
ment to give equal rights under the 
law to women with men. The Con- 
sumers’ League and the Women’s 
Trade Union League protested and the 
Federation of Labor sided ‘with them. 
If such‘an amendment to the con- 
stitution became effective it would 
either take away from women the pro- 
tective legislation® they have secured 
or bring men under the same laws. 
The women workers have no such 
organization as the men’and need pro- 
tection. 

“The League of Women Voters en- 
dorses the industrial program of the 
Women’s Trade Union League and the 
Consumers’ League and is opposed to 
the amendment sponsored by the Na- 
tional Woman’s Party. The National 
Woman’s Party centres around its pro-. 
posed constitutional amendment to re- 
move all special protective legislation 
for women, while the league, State ty 
State, seeks to remove women’s civil 
disabilities.”

House was called to 
4 order, debate on‘ the bill was delayed 
by the tactics of obstructionists who 
were moved by a desire to defeat the 
provisions authorizing. an appropria- 
tion of $1,500,000: for the improvement 

of the Illinois River, a project which, 
in their opinion, would give the sanc- 
tion of Congress to continued diversion 
of water at Chicago, with consequent 
effect of lowering the lake levels and 
minimizing development.of hydroelec- 
tric power in boundary waters. 

The filibuster forced the House 
leaders to call a night session in order 
to assure transmission of the’ bill to 
the Senate this week. There was a 
full attendance on the floor. at. the 
night session and the galleries were 
well occupied. The. House filibuster 
‘was still in progress as midnight ap- 
proached, and it seemed probable that 
the session might continue into the 
morning hours. 

The Illinois River Provision—the 
main bone of contention throughout 
the day session—was savagely attacked 
tonight by Representative Burton of 
Ohio, who charged that the diversion 
of water at Chicago had brought ruin 
on a great section of the country. He 
declared that approval ofthe project 
with the right of continued diversion 
of water from: Lake Michigan would 
further seriously impair the navigation 
interests of the Great Lakes. 

Chairman Madden of the Appropria- 
tions Committee replied to Mr. Burton, 
insisting that the improvement of the 
Iilinois,River, as part of the nine-foot 
waterway to the Gulf, was of para- 
mount importance to the Middle West. 

“This waterway,” said Mr. Madden, 
*will afford an outlet to the farm' and 
packing products.of the Middle West 
and its importance’ to the commerce 
and tfade of that region cannot be 
overestimated.” 


Burton’s Motion Defeated. 


When debate on the Illinois River 
provision. was concluded shortly before 
midnight, Mr. Burton: moved that it 
be stricken from the bill. This pction 
was defeated by vote. of 139 to 38. An 
amendment offered by Representative 
Johnson of. Indiana to authorize im- 
provement of: the Wabash was re- 
jected.

‘“‘We have no scruples about stealing, 
so come on, Mr. Dempsey, put our 
project through, and we will help you 
jimmie Uncle Sam’s strong box to the 
tune of over half a billion dollars.”’ 

On motion of Mr. Madden this lan- 
guage was expunged by a vote of 260 
to 65. 

The managers of the River and 
Harbor bill experienced a temporary 
setback at tonight’s~ session, which 
was held to expedite action, when the 
Chair ruled that Section 1, containing 
the Illinois River and other projects, 
was out of order.

CALL BROOKLYN PRICE FAIR 


Witness at Inquiry Declares There 
Is No Intention of Ralsing 
the Present Rates, 


Officers of the Knickerbocker Ice 
Company denied yesterday intimations 
of the existence of an ice manufac- 
turers’ combination in: Brooklyn, and 
charged that the real monopoly in the 
ice trade was an organization known 
as the United Retail Ice Dealers’ As- 
sociation, Inc. 


The President and Vice President of 


the Knickerbocker company were the 
only. witnesses in the day’s session of 
the investigation started by Attorney 
General Albert Ottinger after a group 
of small ice dealers had complained 
to him of unfair practices on the part 
of the wholesalers. 

Samuel Rubel of the Rubel Ice Com- 


pany and Henry ‘Senger of the Put-' 


nam Coal and Ice Company, had been 
subpoenaéd, but did not appear. Dep- 
uty Attorney General Israel M. Lerner, 
who is conducting the inquiry, was in- 
formed that they had beer ordered to 
appear at the Brooklyn Supreme Court 
instead of the Bar Association Build- 
ing, to which the hearings were trans- 
ferred. 

Charles Small of 522 Oak Avenue, 
Flushing, President of the Knicker- 
bocker Company, admitted on the wit- 
ness stand that his company had re- 
fused to sell ice to three small dealers 
who were officers of the Paerdegat 
Ice Company. That company is now 


erecting an independent ice plant in | 


Brooklyn. ‘But we had never sold 
them ice before,’’ Mr. Small said, “and 


when they’ came to us recently we sim- 
ply refused them. They were men who 
had tried. to get away our business 
aud our. dealers, and we didn’t want 
them around our plants.” 

Mr. Small said he knew the dealers 
were officers of the United Retail Ice 
Dealers’ Association, which he de- 
clared, was a real monopoly, distribut- 
ing and. parceling out districts and 
keeping out competitors. ‘If there evef 
was a monopoly of ice dealers it was 
among these men,’’ he said 

After presenting a copy of the asso- 
ciation’s rules as evidence, Mr. Small 
declared that the three dealers referred 
to had tried to get Knickerbocker 
dealers to buy steck in the Paerdegat 
plant, and to take away loaders and 
others identified with the Knicker- 
bocker concern. There was no com- 
mon blacklist kept by Brooklyn manu- 
facturers, he said. 

Both Mr. Small, and Wesley M. Oler 
Jr., Vice President of the Knicker- 
bocker company, explained that all the 
stock in that company was owned by 
the American Ice Company, which also 
controls. the stock of the Boston Ice 
Company in Boston, and opérates 
plants in the New York district, how- 
ever. 

Questioned about the price of ice, 
which retailers had said was much too 
high, Mr. Small said that’ the usual 
price for Knickerbocker ice/ was -7%5 
cents for a 300-pound:cake. But 15 or 
20: per cent. of the retailers got it for 
lower prices, down to 60 cents a cake, 
he declared. The widespread use of 
natural ice was out of the question, 
in his opinion, being unsatisfactory for 
a stabilized market and disliked by 
customers.

Train Robbery,’ the first feature ever 
made. The audience also found an old 
Chaplin comedy, “‘The Fatal Mallet,’’ 
quite amusing, .although it proved that 
the illustrious screen clown has goné 
a long way. since 1916, when this fea- 
ture was made. Another comic: strip 


film ever produced and released in the 
United States. 

The initial get was Mary 
Pickford’s ancient production. It»was 
anade'in 1912.. In it Miss Pickford filled 
the réle of a Salvation Army lass, and 
King Baggot, who is now a director of 
repute, figured. as the hero who had 
‘resolved, come what might, to go 
straight. The actien of the extended 
flat right*hand signified his intentions, 
and he stuck to his resolution’ in-spite 
of ‘all temptation that was thrust in his 
way. .It is safe to assert that nobody. 
would recognize in the Salvation Army 
girl with the big bonnet the charming 
Miss Pickford of today. 

From the viewpoint of merit the 
picture that proved the most stirring 
was. Mr. Brabin’s “Driven,’”’ which was 
made in 1922. It is a throbbing ‘narra- 
tive of Southern mountaineers in 
which a mother betrays her husband 
‘and two sons to save her youngest 
boy. Emily Fitzroy gives an amaz- 
ingly fine performance in the’part of 
the mother.and Burr McIntosh is cap- 
ital.as the cruel, godless husband and 
father. Charles Emmet Mack, who is 
to be. seen this week in .“‘The Un- 
khown ‘Soldier,’ actS the role of the 
youngest son. George Bancroft, who 
really came to the front after his por- 
trayal-of the smiling villain in James 
Cruze’s production, ‘‘The Pony Ex- 
press,’’ demonstrates that he ought to 
have been recognized as an unusually 
fine screen actor a year or so before 
he appeared in Mr. Cruze’s: ‘film. 

“‘The Great Train Robbery”’ was pro- 
duced in 1903 and it contained some 
features that at least show the re- 
sourcefulness of the producer.

“Backstairs,"’. the German contribu- 
tion, is a film without titles, in which 
Henny Porten, Fritz Kortner and Eu- 
gene Dieterle are seerf. Ft is a strong, 
‘gruesome feature, but. the detail 1s 
worked out magnificently. Miss Por- 
ten officiates as a servant in a large 
household, and in depicting her daily 
toil the director does not duplicate 
any of her activities. Whether it is 
dusting a piece of furniture, washing 
the plates or polishing the glasses, it 
is done in a natural way, The tale 
concerns the girl’s love for @ tall young 
man, who goes away. :The servant 
waits for a letter, and she.smiles the 
first day when no missivé is brought. 
Her smile has partly faded -in a few 
days, and soon she receives the post- 
man ‘with a stare and a worried frown. 

The subnormal, semi-paralytic post- 
man, a man of forbidding appearance 
and actions, has kept back the girl's 
letters because he is himself in love 
with her.

: Theological Conferees Visit the 


‘Local Headquarters of 
Various Groups. 


SOCIALIST ADDRESSES THEM 


After Hearing Norman Thomas at 


Rand School. They Call on 


Anarchists aad Others. 


The radical philosophies of life and 
political action were placed before a 
group of forty churchmen attending a 
ten-day conference at the Union Theo- 
logical Seminary, who toured the head- 
quarters of Socialists, Communists, 
anarchists and the I. W. W. yesterday 
afternoon and were greeted by repre- 
sentatives of the individual groups. 

Norman Thomas, addressing the vis- 
ftors at the Rand School of Social 
Sciénce, 7 East Fifteenth Street, de- 
clared that unionism had really done 
much that the pulpit had sponsored in 
theory. While placing before them the 
beliefs of socialism he also took occa- 
gion to compare the actual achieve- 
ments of socialism with whatever his 

ests represented. 

“Take child labor as an Jnstance,” 
he said. ‘It is not necessary to go 
over. again the conditions that have 
existed in industry here as compared. 
with conditions now. But what) did 
Christianity, for example, have to do 
with the abolition of child labor? Did 
Christianity cause its abolition? If so, 
it certainly took a long time, for Chris- 
tianity is not new. The fact is that 
the labor unions brought. about the 
elearing up of that sore. 

‘You cannot prove that any of the 
great improvements of society have 
been brought about by preaching. It 
is through socialism and not through 
the churches that our great social 
progress has been made. . Christianity 
is doing something, but Christianity 
can‘do a lot more.’ 

Mr. Thomas said that socialism, com-' 
munism, syndicalism and other radi- 
cal groups agree in their criticisms of 
society at present, but not in their 
views on methods of bringing about 
the needed changes. They are often 
grouped as one by conservatives, he 
said, but they cannot properly be so 
grouped, any more than can Catholi- 
cism, Presbyterianism and Christian 
Sciénce. 

“These groups agree that society is 
wasteful, unethical. and provocative of 
war,” he declared. ‘We have plenty 


“f power, tools and.means today amply 


to feed and clothe the world with much 
less effort than we expend. The 
strouble is the production of wasteful 
luxuries, the waste of human energies 
in fields where co-ordination is needed. 
is co-ordination possible 


thinks, not of the ways of developing 
natural resources, but of ways of 
bringing. the largest income to, his 
etockholders?” 

As the church workers entered the 
hall copies of The New Leader, a 
Socialist weekly, were handed to them. 
Its first page bore a_three-column 
headline, ‘‘Rockefeller Employes Co- 
erced Into” Buying Wild-Cat Oil 
Stocks.” Other literature was also 
distributed. Several of the churchmen 
asked questions concerning the failure 
of socialism to grow as rapidly here 
as in Europe and the theories held by 
socialism.

OPEN LORD JEFFREY INN 


Named for First Baron Anhash 
of French and Indian War. 
Fame.

AMHERST, Mass., June 3. — The 
formal opening dinner of the Lord 
Jeffrey Inn, named for the first Baron 
Amherst, Commander-in-Chief of the 
British forces during the French and 
Indian War, was held this evening in 
the dining hall of the inn. The ban- 
quet was attended by graduates of 
Amherst College and townspeople of 
Amherst. Viscount ‘Holmesdale, eldest 
son of the Earl of Amherst, who was 
to attend, could not be present. 

The display of a remarkable collec- 
tion .of portraits and documents, illus- 
trating the French and Indian War, 
owned by George A. Plimpton of New 
York City, senior member of the Board 
of Trustees of Amherst College, was 
a feature of the banquet. For more 
than twenty years Mr. Plimpton has 
been collecting portraits, autograph 
letters; prints, cartoons and maps il- 
lustrating the war. The collection in- 
cludes autographed letters and docu- 
ments of Baron Amherst, George 
Washintgon, William Pitt, George II, 
Louis XV and General Wolfe. 

There is an original broadside of 
the declaration of war by Louis XV 
and one of the declaration of war by 
George 11. There is-the proclama- 
tion of Governor Shirley asking for 
volunteers, issued and lottery tickets, 
by the great and general court of 
Massachusetts to raise money to equip 
soldiers with new shoes and muskets. 
There are muster rofls and bills for 
victualling the soldiers passing through 
Hampshire County in which Amherst 
is situated on their way to Canada. 

Among the speakers were .George 
Daniel Olds, President of Amherst 
College; Harry A. Garfield, esident 
of Williams College, and Mr. Plimpton. 
E. D. Whitney of New ¥ork presided. 
Though not a part of the Amherst 
College plant, the inn has been pro- 
vided for mainly through the efforts 
of graduates of the college.

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EASTERN RAILROADS 
REPUSE HIGHER PAY 
Conference-With Trainmen and 


Conductors Ends—Formal 
Statement Issued. 


MEDIATION BOARD AWAITED 


Question to Be Submitted to It— 
Carriers Say Employes Receive 
a Fair Share. - 


The wage conference between the 
Eastern railroads and the leaders of 
the Order of Railway Conductors. and 
Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen 
broke up. yesterday with a denial by 
the carriers not only of the 20 per cent. 
increase asked but of any part of it. 

Upon learning of the railroads’ deci- 
sion to refuse the 20 per cent. advance, 
W. .G. Lee, head of the trainmen, 
asked, “Do we get anything?’ When 
the answer was in the negative, he 
suggested that the controversy be.sub- 
mitted to the Board of Mediation which 
is to be appointed by President Cool- 
idge under the Watson-Parker act. 
After some discussion it was agreed 
that when the President appoints this 
board its offices will be invoked to 
settle the dispute. 

The wage scale requested by the 
brotherhoods would have advanced the 
present scale by $90,000,000 if applied 
to all roads. If the same proportion 
of increase were granted to all classes 
of employes, the carriers’ payroll 
would have been increased by about 
$500,000,000. The carriers regarded the 
request in the light of the larger figure, 
as it seemed probable that if the train- 
men and conductors received more pa. 
the shop crafts and others also would 
demand it. The present financial po- 
sition of the railroads, while. more fa- 
vorabie than at any time since the 


war, Gid not justify the increases, the 
carriers, said. ; 


Railroads’ Statement. 


In support of the refusal of the re- 
quest, the Conference Committee of 
Managers of Eastern Railroads gave a 
statement to Mr. Lee and L. EB, Shep- 
pard, President of the Order of Rail- 
way Conductors, which in part.read: 

‘With all the advances made in im- 
proved service and more efficient op- 
erations and in maintenance. since 
1921, the Eastern railroads in 1925 were 
still unable to earn what the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission has set 
as a fair return. on their investment, 
viz: 5% per cent. 

“It must also be borne in mind in 


considering the dividend payments of 
the Eastern railroads that many pay 
no dividends whatever, others pay 
only a small dividend and a compara- 
tively small number pay dividends 
comparable with such payments by 
well-managed and prosperous indus- 
tries. Besides, we have shown the 
amount of the dividends paid from 
railway operating income and from 


surplus. which were made 





wise financial policies in a 
There are a number of pute 9, in the 
‘Eastern group whose bonds -cannot 
compete as investments in the finan- 
cial market, because their earnings 
are not satisfactory. 

“For these ° ms we feel that 
there is no justification in th@ im- 
provements in the general financial 
condition of the Eastern roads for in- 
creases in the wage costs. ee

“We have also submitted to you 
comparative statements for the past 
five years and also for the years 1916 
and 1917, similar to data which you 
have submitted, but much more com- 
prehensive. These statements sum- 
marize recognized units of measure- 
ments. of performance and returns, 


covering passenger and freight ser- 


vice. The expenditures for wages of 
conductors and trainmen per train 
mile, notwithstanding changes which 
have taken place in the basic rates 


since 1921—in which year the highest: 


wage scale was in effect for the first 
six months—show that conductors and 
trainmen havé been receiving. favora- 
ble proportions of earnings of the 
railroads. In freight service the pro- 
portions have been fairly constant 
over the past five years. In passenger 
service the percentage of wages per 
train mile to earnings per train mile 
show an increase in 1925 over 1912. 

“The proportions of operating ex- 
penses paid in wages of conductors 
and trainmep demonstrate that reduc- 
tions in operating costs have not been 
accomplished at the expense of wages 
for conductors and trainmen. 

“This fact is even more plainly dem- 
onstrated by considering: the conduct- 
ing transportation expenses ‘nto which 
accounts the wages of trainmen are 
charged. The proportion of total wages 
of conductors and trainmen to trans- 
portation expenses is greater in 1925 
than for any of the past five years 
and also greater than in 1916 or 1917. 
Manifestly, the savings which have 
been made in the cost of conducting 
transportation have not been made at 
the expense of wages paid conductors 
and trainmen.” 

At the present time there is no na- 
tional board to consider demands of 
railroad employes. The Railway Labor 
Board ceased to exist with the sign- 
ing of the Watson-Parker bill by 
President Coolidge. T. M. Parker, its 
secretary, has been appointed custo- 
dian of its records pending the ap- 
pointment of the Board Mediation. 

Under. the Watson-Parker bill, the 
Board of Mediation will con’ider the 
merits of the workmen’ grievances 
and recommend dispositions of them. 
If a strike appears imminent, the 
President will select a Fact Finding 
Committee to make a thorough inves- 
tigation of the case and inform the 
public regarding them. All railway 
unions have «pledged themselves not 


‘to strike while such an inquiry i 


under way. 


LEE EXPECTS SETTLEMENT. 


Head of Brotherhood of Trainmen 
Talks at Mass Meeting. 
William’ G. Lee, President of the 


‘Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen, 


said last night he believed an equitable 
adjustment would he the outcome of 
the wage demands made by the train- 
men and conductors. He was speaking 
at a mass meeting in the Stuyvesant 
High School, First Avenue and Fif- 
teenth Street, at which he urged sup- 
port’ of the housing plan of an s4xil- 
iary corporation of the brotherhood, 


Mr. Lee told of what was consid

}reach a natdoment, and added: 
‘“The Brotherhood always has dealt 
with employers in a way that has es- 
tablished it the most honorable 
labor o m in the world.’ It 
never has broken a contract. The rail- 
way owners and managers are no dif- 
ferent from ourselves in this respect, 
but they look at the situation from 
another viewpoint.” 

Mr.' Lee expressed the opinion that 
the new policy af the Government in 
Washington with reference to the rail- 
ways and labor would result in fair 
treatment to both. The question. had 
béen put directly to President Coolidge, 
he said, and he believed the Govern- 
ment would see that the railway work- 
ers got-a fair deal. : 

Most of his audience consisted of 
trainmen, conductors and affiliated 
workers. _He urged them to save, in- 
vest their savings and help to build 
homes for their fellow-workers, and at 
the same time to get a fair profit on 
their savings when so invested. He is 
Chairman of the Brotherhood’s sepa- 
rate housing corporation. 

“A Vice President of the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad Com- 
P took a block of the housing 
stock,” said Mr. Lee, and he wrote to 
me saying: ‘In this matter, Bill, I’m 
with you 100 per-cent.’ ”’ 

Other speakers were Clarence S. 
Stein, Chairman of the New York 
State Housing Commission; Agnes 
Craig: and L. E. Sheppard, President 
of the Order. of Railway Conductors.

HE POINTS TO HIS RECORD 


That, He Asserts, Guarantees Pro- 
tection of Public—License Decision 
Due When Engineer Reports.

ALBANY, June 3.—Political influence 
will not be permitted to coerce or deter 
the State Water Power Commission in 
its consideration of applications for the 
right to develop water power on the 
St. Lawrence River, Attorney General 
Ottinger, a member of the commission, 
declared today after a further hearing 
upon the application of the American 
Super-Power Corporation. 

Some weeks ago the Super-Power 
Corporation submitted its plan to the 


Water Power Commission for a two- A 


stage development of power on the 
St. Lawrence River. Today it sub- 


mitted four alternative plans, one Call- |, 


ing for a two-stage development and 
the other three each for a one-stage 
development. 

“Any statement to the effect that 
any political: influence is being used 
to color the action of the State Water 
Power Commission is without founda- 


. tion,” Attorney General Ottinger said. 


“The commission is proceeding delib- 
erately upon evidence presented to it. 
It will take such action as it deems 
proper upon the receipt of the report 
of State Engineer Finch. It is inter- 
ested solely:in the development,of wa- 
ter power for the benefit of all the 
. people. 

“Uniss I can be convinced that ‘the 
State will at all times be in a position 
to protect the people’s rights upon 
terms which must inure to. their bene- 
fit,'no license will be issued. If I am 
go convinced, I feel certain that no 
irresponsible assault, inspired or unin- 
spired, will force the commission to act 
or prevent it from doing its duty. 

“I need but point to my record in 


’ prosecuting and disrupting the illegal 


practices -of fraudulent corporations 
and food combinations to assure the 
people that no corporation or set of 
corporations will be permitted, in the 
develpment of water power or in any 
other undertaking, to take away from 
them a single right, natural or ac- 
quired. 

‘“‘Whether or not such action taken 
by the commission will promote or 
dete: the political advantages of any 
individual or. set of individuals is ut- 
terly unimportant in view of the pres- 
ent urgency for the development of 
cheap white coal for the people. It is 
unimportant in what capacity one 
serves so long as he adheres to the 
oath of his office and serves to the 
utmost in whatever capacity he finds 
himself.”

requiring motormen to drive their 
trains into the yards after completing 
their runs, a task previously performed 
by switchmen. At the same time, Ed- 
ward P. Lavin, President of Local 
No. 7 of the Interborough Brotherhood, 
and Joseph E. Phelan and Harry Bark, 
representing the motormen and switch- 
men, agreed to withdraw the demand 
for a wage increase. 

Mr. Lavin said, however, that if the 
men persisted in their demand for a 
‘wage increase, a special meeting, would 
be called to consider it. This meeting 
was held yesterday in two sessions. The 
first session, at 8:30 A.‘M., was at- 
tended by workers on the two night 
ehifts and the second meeting, at 8:30 
P. M., was attended by workers on the 


ay shift. About: 400 employes in all 
ere present. 


On the recommendation of Mr. Lavin 


and his colleagues, it was voted to hold 
the matter in abeyance until after the 
new wage agreement has come up in 
the hope that the company may adjust 
things voluntarily.

The monthly “index number’ of 
Review, published” yesterday, 
shows that out of the seven groups of 
articles for which the Dun index gives 
separate averages, all declined in May 
except meats, dairy and garden prod- 
ucts and miscellaneous. Compared with 
a year ago the decline in breadstuffs 
is reckoned by the Dun index at 25% 
per cent., in cotton and textiles at 8 
per cent.; these declines comparing 
with a reduction in the general aver- 
age of only 3% per cent.

VALUED AT $1,024,180 


Partner’s Debt at Time of Death 
Turned Into an Asset by 
J. S. Bache. 


An appraisal of the estate of Solomon 
Wexler, member of the Stock , Ex- 
change firm of J. S. Bache. & Co., 
filed yesterday, shows that when. he 
died on April 22, 1921, during a market 
depression, Mr. Wexler was indebted to 
the other members of the firm hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars; but 
through the efforts of Jules 8. Bache, 
senior partner, this indebtedness was 
turned into an asset of $210,000, which 
was paid to the Wexler estate. 

The report fixes the total value of 
the estate at $1,024,180. This, in addi- 
tion to the decedent’s share in the 
fifm, included $355,349 in mortgages 
and accounts due, and securities of 
$438,238. Mr. Wexler owed. $471,238, 
largely in notes, at the time of his 
death, so that the net estate was re- 
duced to $466,975. He gave $15,000 in 
personal effects to his wife, Olga, and 
left her 40 per cent. of the residue or 

$179,617, and gave the remainder of 
hy residue in equal share of $89,808 
each to his sisters, Hannah Wexler 
Wolf and Minnie and Agatha Wexler. 
Among the accounts due him were 
$189,859 from G. & A. Reynolds of Chi-. 
cago, and $116,576 from L. S. Betg

TO BUILD 36 HOMES 


AS MODELS FOR GAS|%* 


Houses for Show in Twenty-eight | * 


Cities Will-Be Fully Equipped 
With All Modern Appliances. 


Thirty-six model homes equipped 
fully with gas appliances will be built 
in twenty-eight, cities of the United 
States this Summer. More than twen- 
ty-five organizations and manufactur- 
ers will aid in building and equipping 
the houses. 

Construction of the homes is part of 
a plan to popularize the use of gas. 
In addition to gas stoves, water heat- 
ers, radiant warmers and incinerators, 
the homes will be equipped with gas- 
fired furnaces for general heating. 
Three hundred gas companies in the 
United States have put in force rates 
for the use of gas in domestic heating 
which is expected to increase use of 
the fuel. Several New York State 
communities have special. furnace 
rates, among them Utica, Schenectady, ' 
Albany, Rochester, Newburgh, Pough- 
keepsie and Kingston. 

New York City will have three of 
the. model houses, Boston two and 
Philadelphia two. Other cities where 
they will be built are Baltimore, Wash- 
ington, Atlanta, Buffalo, Pittsburgh, 
Detroit, Louisville, Memphis, Cleve- 
land, New Orleans, Houston, Chicago, 
St. Louis, Fort Worth, Minneapolis, 
Des Moines, Omaha, Kansas City, Den- 
ver, Salt Lake City, Seattle, Portland, 
San Francisco and Los Angeles. 

This move by public utilitfes and in-. 
dustrials to popularize the use of gas 
follows declarations by spokesmen for 
the gas industry to the effect that the 
industry should increase the sale of 
appliances which operate through the 
consumption of gas. Sale Of current- 
consuming appliances has been brought 
to a high point in the electrical power 
industry.

KANSAS ESTIMATES CUT 


Exports of 700,000 Bushels Reported 
—Corn Goes Up Nearly 
2 Cents. a

CHICAGO, June 3.—The wheat mar- 
ket was on the upgrade today fol- 
lowing a rather sharp recession qt one 
time early, and the finish was well to- 
ward the top, with net gains of 10 
1% cents, July leading. The latter 
adi at 4 cents over September early 
in the day and was 4% cents over at 
the last, the big short interest being 
in the near-by delivery. 

Unfavorable crop reports from Eu- 
Tope, strength in Liverpool, with an 
advance of 14015, a lowering of gen- 
eral estimates on the Kansas crop and 
talk of a wet ‘harvest in Oklahoma, 
combined with a better export demand, 
‘was responsible for the upturn. 

‘fhe early break was on selling by 
local longs,. who used commission 
House brokers and created the impres- 
sion that commission houses were sell- 
ing freely. This led many of ‘‘the 
pit” element out of their lines, but 
the wheat was persistently absorbed 
and offerings were light on the way up. 

Selling against offers was a factor 
in checking the advance. Mills were 
after cash wheat in all markets, with 
premiums here 4@2 cents higher, while 
Kansas City was 2@4 cents and Omaha 
5@6 cents higher as compared with 
the July, and there were a number 
of unfilled buying orders in the hands 
of brokers at Kansas City at the last. 

Crop Observer George C. Bryant, 
back: from a trip in Kansas, éstimates 
that that State has a prospective yield 
of only 127,000,000 bushels. 

Export demand at the seaboard cov- 
ered sales estimate as high as 700,000 
bushels, largely Manitobas, but in- 
cluding some old crop domestic. 
Nothing was heard, however, of busi- 
ness in new crop Winters. 

There was no evidence of a let-u 
in the milling demand for the cas 
grain, and Western and Southwestern 
markets were regarded as showing the 
effect of the recent liberal shipments 
to fill May contracts here.. Accord- 
ing to the gossip of the trade, there 
has been considerable cash grain 
picked up in store here by Eastern 
mills and there is a tendency to in- 
crease the prices bid as compared with 
the July. 

Estimates of as low as 125,000,000 

bushels for Kansas are being made 
but taken as a whole the expectations 
are for a yield of around 185,000,000 to 
140,000,000 bushels. The dry section in 
Kansas received little or no rain, de- 
spite the downpours in the more south- 
ern parts of the State. 

Primary arrivals today were 444,000 
bushels; week ago, 692,000; year ago, 
695,002. Shipments were 513,000 bush- 
els; a week ago, 585,000; last year, 
625,000. 


Offerings of corn were smaller than 
of: late and, with commission house 
buying and local short covering, the 
market developed independent strength 
and closed 1%@2% cents higher, with 
the finish at the top. The price is re- 
garded as low by many operators. 
Eastern.cash demand continues slow. 

‘Primary arrivals today were 1,370,000 
bushels; week ago, 575,000 bushels; 
last year, 765,000 bushels, and ship- 
ments, 355,000 bushels; week ago, 
343,000; last year, 586,000. 

Oats gained %@% cent with the 
strength in other grains the main in- 
fluence, while rye was 1%@1% cents 
higher. Export sales of the 
grain were not confirmed.

JAPAN MAKES CHANGES 
IN CABINET MINISTERS 


-.|Hayami Fills. Finance Post as 
Hamaguchi Gets Home Office 
—T rade Policy to Be Kept. 


-" Several changes have been made in 
the Japanese Cabinet, according to a 
cable received yesterday by the Japan- 
ese Financial Commission in New 
York. Finance Minister Hamaguchi 
has been nominated for the post of 
Minister of Home Affairs, and he will 
be succeeded in the finance post by 
8\ Hayami, now Minister of Agricul- 
ture. and Forestry.. C. Machida has 
been nominated for Minister of Agri- 
culture and Forestry. Railroad Min- 
faster Sengoku has resigned and will 
be succeeded by Viscount Kinouye. 

According to unofficial information 
received by bankers here, the changes 
will not affect the financial policy of 
Japan, which centers on two main 
propositions, the improvement of the 
nation’s visible and invisible trade bal- 
ances, and the reorganization of the 
banking system. A program of bank 
amalgamation is part of the plan, 4s 
Japan has decided that. the wats 
has too many banks. An extension of 
the branch banking system also: is 
contemplated. Several features in the 
new banking program have been 
copied from the American Federal Re- 
serve System. 

Plans to improve foreign trade have 
for their ultimate object a return to 
the gold standard, to which the Gov- 
ernment is committed. It is consider- 
ed necessary, however, that foreign 
trade be further built up first, as a 
sudden change would be con 
harmful to business. While the egal 
ese embargo against gold exports re- 
mains in force, however, shipments 
are permitted under a special licensing 
system, and:large exports of gold have, 
been made to the United States, to 
support Japanese exchange at seasons 
when heavy commodity purchases in 
this country were necessary. 

In Japan the Ministry of Home Af- 
fairs is considered next in rank to the 
Fremiership, so that the transfer of 
Minister. Hamaguchi is considered a 

romotion. The present Premier, 

Wakatsuki, was minister of Home Af- 
fairs before his elevation to his pres- 
ent post, and Mr. Hamaguchi «was his 
assistant. Since the death former 
Premier Kato, Mr. Wak ki has 
held the Home office, as well as act- 
ing as Premier. 


CHINESE FUNDS HELD UP. 


Appropriation Needed for Part of 
Boxer Remisslons. 

Due to complications brought about 
by the bookkeeping requirements of the 
Treasury Department, it has been 
found impossible by the State Depart- 
ment to remit to the Chinese Govern- 
ment $92,029 of the Boxer indemnity 
payments as authorized by Congress 
and the latter has therefore been re- 
quested to grant a separate appropria- 
tion of that amount. 

In 1917, at the time of the entsy of 
China into the European War, the al- 
lied powers agreed to a suspension of 
the indemnity payments for a peniod 
of five years from Dec. 1, 1917. In 
1921, before the end of the five-year 
‘period, a resolution was introduced to 
Congress to remit the balance of the 
indemnity as from Oct. 1, 1917. When 
the indemnity payments were resumed 
at the end of ‘the period of suspension, 
that is, from Dec. 1, 1922, the payments 
were not covered into the general fund 
of the Treasury, but were deposited in 

@. special account, pending a decision 
va Congress regarding the resolution. 
A decision on this question yas not 
made by Congress until 1924. 

The resolution of Congress was 
passed in that year and authorized the 
President, in his discretion, to remit 
to China all further — of -the 
annual instalments of the indemnity, 
~ to begin as from Oct. 

"Under an executive order issued on 
July 16, 1925, pursuant to this resolu-
